& Sons commenced last evening the sole of the 
collection of coins, medals, and autographs of the 
late Dr Lewis Rober. deceased, of this city It 
is probably nnequalled by any private collection 
in the United States, and the announcement of its 
sa*e created quite a stir among our virtuosi .— 

The sales last evening were confined to American 
coins and medals ; the bidding was very spirited, 
and some of the prices paid were extremely high 
A half dollar, with the head of Washington, dat¬ 
ed 1762, brought the enormous price of SI8.— 

Two Washington cents, dated 1791, brought re 
spectively $1,62 and $1,76, and one of 1792 
brought $2,12 1-2. Four ohter Washington cents 
were sold for $2,20. An American silver dollar 
of 1838, with the flying eagle, brought the extrav¬ 
agant price of $5, and a half dollar of the same 
coinage, $7,25 ! Two dollar pieces of 1836, 
brought $3,25 ; one 1739, $1,75, and a dollar 
and a half dollar of 1794, $1,75 ; while another 
half dollar of 1839 sold for $2,10. Four old 
Massachusetts shillings brought $3,60, and a three 
penny Massachusetts piece sold for $5. A “ half 
dime ” of 1792 brought $2 ; two old Annapolis 
shillings, $1,75; a half cent of 1792, $2,40; a 
gold dollar of 1836, $2,37 ; two old cents and 
eight half cents, $2,50; and a three cent silver

The first and second numismatic publications by Q. David Bowers. Responding 
to a query concerning his first fixed price list. Bowers wrote in the June-July 2000 
Rare Coin Review: “If I recall correctly, it was printed by the company that pro¬ 
duced the Times Leader newspaper in Wilkes-Barre, and the illustrations were 
done by the newspapers printing department. I do not remember the number of 
copies printed, but I would estimate that it might have been a couple thousand or 
so. These were sent to collectors who had bought from me at the local coin club 
or through the mail via my advertisements and letter quotations, plus ‘famous’ 
names I picked out of the printed membership directory issued by the American 
Numismatic Association. Regarding the number of copies in existence today, I 
have no idea—perhaps 50 to 100?” This assessment of survival is probably on the 
high side; 25 to 50 copies may be more accurate, and perhaps even that is too high. 
Bulletin No. 1 was issued when Bowers was sixteen years old, and he noted in an 
earlier RCR (No. 77): “That certain of my early catalogues are now worth several 
hundred dollars each or more is amazing to me. I should have saved the leftover 
copies, which sometimes amounted to several hundred, instead of tossing them 
in the trash. However, that is what has made them rare... In the summer of 19551 
had my first bourse table at an American Numismatic Association Convention... 

I had yet to issue my first catalogue. That came shortly thereafter... (t)he 203 Sec¬ 
ond National Bank Building address was that of my father, Quentin H. Bowers, 
a consulting engineer specializing in large-scale commercial and institutional 
buildings. Each day my dad would bring the mail home to me, and I would fill the 
orders from my bedroom office in my home at 64 Yeager Avenue in Forty Fort... 


After the issuance of my first and second catalogues in 1955 and 19561 kept a sup¬ 
ply of a couple hundred extras on hand, to send them out to new customers, and 
then after a month or two threw any remaining copies away, saving two or three 
for my own files. Undoubtedly numerous ANA members who received copies un¬ 
solicited threw them away even faster than I did! However, enough people sent in 
orders, and enough people had nice things to say—including B. Max Mehl—that 
I resolved that when time permitted, I would do more in the cataloguing route.” 
The initial Bulletin is interesting to read, features desirable coins, and contains 
the first of Bowers’ many well-written nuggets of numismatic information which, 
over the years, have both entertained and informed his readers. The subject is 
“Peter,” pet eagle at the Philadelphia mint, and the vignette concludes with his 
grisly demise: “Peter was killed when he tried to perch on the flywheel of one of 
the minting machines.” In his opening comments to the second issue, QDB notes 
that “It is our studied opinion that choice and rare material is the best invest¬ 
ment.” A number of notable pieces are offered, accompanied by very interesting, 
often thought-provoking commentary. Among the highlights were a “gem” un¬ 
circulated 1792 half dime for $475, a gem “Unlisted 1838 Proof Gobrecht Half 
Dollar” with a full column of descriptive text, listed at $575.00, and a “beautiful 
uncirculated” five piece 1915 Panama-Pacific set offered for $3250.00.

A very interesting letter. The William Gable collection was sold by Chapman 
on May 27-29, 1914. The Gable catalogue is distinctively scarce with plates, and 
Chapman’s letter discusses some of the difficulties he enountered producting 
it. “The plated catalogs have been delayed owing to the fact that the collection 
proved to be larger than I estimated by over three hundred lots and has taken 
longer to catalog it, and an unusual number of accidents to the plates necessitat¬ 
ing them to be retaken, etc.,” he writes. “The plates were finished yesterday and 
are being bound to-day and I will endeavor to send you a copy on Saturday. Copy 
without plates has already been sent you.” Chapman concludes by discussing the 
coins illustrated on the plates, noting that “I thought of you very much while I 
was making them.” Gables collection was an exceptional collection of American 
coins in all metals, particularly rich in United States gold coins. The coin pho¬ 
tography for the plated catalogues was, as usual, superbly executed by Samuel 
Hudson Chapman, producing “plates printed by direct contact from the original 
negatives.” This letter provides some insight into Chapman’s working methods 
concerning his plated catalogues and is of considerable interest.

of any public Office or Place of Trust.” This Act was one of the most threatening 
to American paper currency, as it did almost everything but completely outlaw 
it while offering no substitute media of exchange in return. As Newman points 
out in his work, these economic policies, which interfered with the ability of the 
American colonists to engage fruitfully in trade, were part of the justification for 
the American Revolution.

It cannot purchase subsistence for its armies, and is 
compelled, to prevent their disbanding from starvation, to resort to the odious 
system of impressments, which is filling the land with execrations. It is evident, 
therefore, we are travelling a road, which is leading as fast as possible to a preci¬ 
pice.” The second document, a resolution by Francis Stother Lyon, discusses a bill 
that would adjust taxes to raise “an amount sufficient to absorb the remainder 
of the currency outstanding” and “to authorize a new issue of treasury notes to 
the amount of $200,000,000.” The third document, by William Russell Smith, 
proposes “that the Secretary of the Treasury be required to issue two hundred 
and fifty millions of dollars in notes of denominations of five hundred dollars 
to one dollar, redeemable in specie two years after the ratification of a treaty of 
peace ... that the holders of Confederate notes, now in circulation, be allowed to 
exchange the old notes for the said new issue at the rates of five dollars of the old 
for one dollar of the new... that said new notes shall be receivable in payment of 
all public dues, including export duties, and shall be a legal tender in the payment 
of individual debts.” The final document is William Dunlap Simpsons amend¬ 
ment proposing an additional tax for 1865 on certain products to be applied to 
the redemption of currency.

To bring it, however, into 
discredit, without giving umbrage to Great Britain, the House resolved, on the 
last day of this session, that they would proceed at their next to ascertain the 
value of halfpence and farthings. The merchants in the confederacy immediately 
gave their vote its effect, by subscribing an agreement not to receive or pay this 
species of money, but at fourteen coppers halfpence to the shilling; and the prac¬ 


tice prevailed universally, after one inconsiderable riot by the mob, in which the 
Lieutenant Governor assisted the magistrates in apprehending the chief rioters, 
who were punished for the ineffectual tumult they had raised in the capital. The 
policy of multiplying such summary tribunals, was questioned by the zealous 
advovates [sic] of the old trial by jury; and there were some who animadverted 
upon the Lieutenant Governor’s agency respecting this species of coin, as what 
would in Mr. Clinton have been represented worthy of reprehension from the 
Crown.” Other content touches on matters concerning the perpetual problems of 
paper money.

A fascinating nautical volume belonging to one of the true naval heroes of the 
early United States. Truxtun (1755-1822) had a long naval career, operating 
successfully as a privateer during the American Revolution and as a merchant 
marine. In 1794, he took a position within the U.S. Navy, and on February 9, 
1799 commanded the USS Constellation, a 38-gun frigate, during its encoun¬ 
ter with the French frigate L’Insurgente off the Caribbean island of Nevis. An 
undeclared state of war existed between the U.S. and France at the time, and 
Truxtun managed to capture the French vessel, bringing him considerable fame. 
The following year (February 1,1800), the Constellation engaged the French frig¬ 
ate La Vengeance off Guadeloupe; while the vessel escaped, its losses were heavy, 
and Truxtun’s actions brought him more public acclaim. Congress authorized 
the striking of a medal in gold bearing his likeness, which was presented to him 
by President Jefferson on February 3, 1802. The medal is of the utmost historical 
importance as it is the first Congressional medal to have been made in the United 
States. The Commissioners of Longitudes Nautical Almanac was a well-known 
and heavily used work. They were issued years in advance, with volumes for 1801 
through 1803 being published in 1796. Meriwether Lewis carried a copy of this 
same book (as well as a few other years) on his excursion across America with 
William Clark, and it was deeply relied upon by seamen of the day. Much of it is 
arranged in tabular format, giving the distances between various celestial objects 
on a day-to-day basis. The pages following page 144 include “Eclipses of the Sat¬ 
ellites of Jupiter, from M. de Lambre’s Tables,” and features a separate half-title. 
This, then, is a significant nautical volume from the library of an important early

Howard L. Adelson provides us with the context of these photos in his excellent 
history of the ANS: 

With the increased activity found at the museum during the next dozen 
years, it became necessary to arrange for proper photographic facilities. In 
the past, one of the assistant curators had acted as photographer, and the 
developing and printing was done commercially. By 1947, it was found that 
this procedure placed too great a burden on the time of the assistant cura¬ 
tor, and in July of that year a committee consisting of [Alfred] Bellinger, 
[Herbert] Ives, and [Robert] Nesmith was appointed to re-examine the en¬ 
tire problem with a view to improving arrangements. Their investigation 
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revealed that the assistant curator, William Clark, had undertaken the task 
of photographing the objects for the museum some eight years earlier when 
a professional photographer had relinquished the Society’s work. Since the 
photographic facilities of the Society were utilized by private individuals as 
well, Clark was kept quite busy with what had started as merely an additional 
duty. The Committee proposed that a complete photographic department 
would be advisable with skilled professional employees handling the work. 
Towards the end of 1947, it proved possible to organize a photographic de¬ 
partment under the care of DeVere W. Baker, a professional photographer 
with varied experience. When Baker retired in 1954, he was asked to train 
his successor, Raymond Johnson, who has successfully carried on the work 
of the department. (274-75) 

Johnson was a talented numismatic photographer, as this archive clearly dem¬ 
onstrates. The bulk of the photos present here, and all of the negatives, depict 
Johnson’s own considerable collection, which is also recorded in the notebooks 
included in this lot. The photos recording Johnson’s collection account for 14 
of the 17 boxes of material present, and contain many duplicate images. These 
constitute mostly Roman and, to a lesser degree, Greek coins, with a strong em¬ 
phasis on Alexandria. (Raymond published on Roman coins in the Coin Collec¬ 
tor's Journal in the 1930s and 1940s.) The remaining boxes, containing at least 
1000 photographs, depict a hugely varied assortment of material. As mentioned 
by Adelson, coin dealers made use of Johnson’s skills and equipment, as did pub¬ 
lishing firms and private researchers. According to Johnson’s notes, some of these 
photos were taken for: Krnst Kraus’s “New and Recent Issues” column in The 
Numismatist (e.g., the photo of Reunion’s 1955 5 franc piece depicted on page 
1123 of the October 1956 issue is present); Coin Galleries; A. Carson Simpson; 
Robert Nesmith; John Davenport; Philip Grierson; Wayte Raymond (for Coins 
of the World); Margaret Thompson; Hans M.F. Schulman; Max Kaplan; Edmund 
Zygman; George C. Miles; and Whitman Publishing. A typed letter signed in ink 
from Dorothy Paschal to Johnson, dated Nov. 18,1957, is present, lauding John¬ 
son’s photographs and noting that “Dr. Sheldon was delighted with them and so 
am I. We can use every one of them and we feel sure that they will make the kind 
of reproductions we want in the book.” (Sadly these photographs are not present.) 
The array of numismatic material represented is astonishing. Nearly every form 
of coinage is represented, from Celtic ring money and Chinese knife money to 
multiple thalers and modern proofs. Most of the coins depicted are ancient Greek 
and Roman coins, though medieval and early modern pieces are represented, 
as are strictly modern issues. American coins are also represented, though they 
constitute a small fraction of the photos present: there are envelopes devoted 
to private gold and ingots, American colonial coins and currency, ANS medals, 
Benjamin Franklin medals, Presidential medals and “Misc. American Medals, 
Etc.” Some of the photographs are of documents, some of clay tablets, some of 
plaquettes. The vast majority, however, are of the coins themselves, sometimes 
singly, sometimes in groups. They are generally arranged carefully in envelopes, 
though some of them are unsorted. One double-row box contains coin envelopes 
filled with carefully cropped photos. Some larger photos are present, including 
two photos dated Spring 1955 of the “Museum Court” area of 155th and Broad¬ 
way, home of the ANS (“Taken by me with Mr. Mosser’s Argus Camera — on a 
very cloudy day.”) A wonderful assemblage of material by a talented numismatic 
photographer.

A Remarkable French Archive 
of Manuscript Notes and Plates

Michel-Dansac published in a number of the ar¬ 
chaeological journals of the early 20th century and was primarily interested in 
medieval church architecture and archaeology. He was the author of Etude ar¬ 
cheologique de leglise de Lesges (1913), among other works. Many of the notes 
present here pertain to the chronologies and genealogies of the French royal 
houses during the 11th to 13th centuries (with some later material), much of it 
pertaining directly to the coins issued by the personages described. Notes also 
include material taken from various numismatic publications, integrated with 
material from archaeological sources. The plates included here span the period 
of about 1856 to the 1880s, with some unidentified plates appear to be from a 
later date. Plates are engraved, lithographed and photographically reproduced.

He informed the vendor that there was a mistake about the contents of the 
keg, but was answered, ‘I bought it for nails 8c sold it for nails’ In other words, the 
vendor did not consider himself as having warranted the article 8c was unwilling 
to correct mistakes as to its quality. Mr. Atwater considered the dollars as having 
come to him in the Providence of God, 8c employed a part of the silver in making 
the basin which he presented to the Church.” The letter continues, giving more 
details as to the story and others who had written about it. A very interesting 
little historical nugget.

It has been speculated that representatives of the 
banknote industry bought nearly the entire edition on its publication and pulped 
it to avoid having its information become public.

A very interesting group of handwritten documents regarding an 1829 counter¬ 
feiting case in northeastern Pennsylvania. The first document (the longest) sets 
out the facts of the case as they could be pieced together from the stories told by 
those involved. James Edwards had given “an Irish peddler” a $20 bill drawn on 
the Kensington Bank. The document states that Edwards was careful to say that 
while he thought it was good, “he was not much of a judge.” The peddler con¬ 
sulted a counterfeit detector and thought enough of the bill to take it. On finding 
himself unable to pass it later, however, he wished to return it to Edwards. They 
quibbled over the terms of the exchange and Edwards found himself facing a 
warrant for his arrest. Edwards and the peddler work out an agreement, but the 
Justice of the Peace, Daniel Kimble, refused to drop the matter. At this point, 
James Compton states that he will swear that Edwards had told him that he was 
purchasing and passing counterfeit bills. The second document is mostly con¬ 
cerned with Comptons allegations against Edwards, who was arrested as a result. 
The third document gives two statements regarding Compton, both of which 
implicate Compton and provide a motive for his statement against Edwards. The 
fourth document is simply a list of witnesses for Edwards’s defense. The following 
note is found on the final leaf of the first document: “The charge agst. Edwards is 
that he uttered Counterfeit money knowing it to be so. To convict him every part 
of this charge must be proved — 1. The uttering of this note. 2. That it is bad 8c 
3. That Edwards knew it to be so.” A fascinating assemblage of material: the first 
document makes explicit reference to the Irish peddler consulting a counterfeit 
detector, which is a neat early reference to these practical references.

Dillingham had high hopes for the hobby: “The resumption of specie 
payment will undoubtedly bring many new collectors in the field in this country, 
and we trust many of the old collectors who have long-ago abandoned the occu¬ 
pation of coin collecting will again come forward with renewed interest and help 


to make more popular this branch of science, which we believe will then take 
a new standing, and the names of its patrons will be swelled to twice their for¬ 
mer numbers.” Several of the leading lights of the hobby advertised in its pages. 
Nearly unknown today, and infrequently encountered.

ings of coins that were stolen but had not yet been insured; also 
included is one carbon-copy letter from Lulla to Judd written on 
KosofFs behalf, and a one-page listing of coins recovered “in the 
litter the robbers left behind,” on Bank Leu stationary. Condition 
of items varies. Some of the carbon-copy inventory pages are 
light; some groups of letters are stapled at the corner. Generally 
very good to fine. (150.00) 

A fascinating group of material concerning this major numismatic robbery. The 
theft of Judds collection centered on his collection of Greek coins, valued by 
Kosoff at around $50,000 at the time. Apparently, while some of the material was 
later found in Europe, much of it was never located. Kosoff was Judd’s dealer of 
choice, and the source of many of Judd’s coins, including ancient material we 
generally don’t associate Kosoff with. The two were friends, and many of the let¬ 
ters here and in the following lot reflect this. On June 30, 1965, Kosoff wrote, 
“Curious to know if anything has developed in the robbery case.... Let me know 
about the situation — I’m afraid nothing has turned up or I would have heard 
about it.” Judd wrote on July 8, “We have not had any clue or any further word 
with regard to the coins which were stolen. You certainly would know immedi¬ 
ately if I do ever hear anything one way or the other. I think in my own mind 
that they are gone for good.” Kosoff replied on July 12, “I am really amazed that 
nothing has turned up on those ancient coins — perhaps the culprits realize that 
they have something that is too hot and are waiting for it to cool off a bit. How¬ 
ever, you have to have a lot of patience in these matters and when they finally 
break down the coins will probably appear in various spots at one time. I think it 
might be discouraging — but not hopeless.” On October 4, Kosoff wrote, “I am 
a bit surprised that nothing has broken on your coin theft. I have a feeling that 
this stuff is finding its way into Europe. I say this for no reason except that we 
have had two breakthroughs on big matters in the States. The Yale robbery has 
been cracked at least and whether or not they will get to the bottom of the whole 
situation is a matter for the future. Lester Merkin’s robbery has turned up a whole 
ring of scoundrels who have been nabbed and much of the merchandise has been 
recovered.” A very interesting group of material.

Local patrons used this list to scout for coins of 
their choice; bids in these cases were submitted in sealed envelopes which were 
all then opened on the appointed day.” Probably fewer than a hundred copies of 
this, the first sale, were originally printed and, until 1982 when a small hoard sur¬ 
faced in Boston at the ANA Convention, examples were but rarely encountered. 
The sale marked the beginning of the widespread collecting of large cents and 
established Cogan as “the father of U.S. coin collecting.”

“Antiquarian” (almost certainly 
Henry Phillips) writes in part: “The whole of the sketch which is not original is 
old, and all the original part is bad. It bears, whenever accurate, a very strong 
family likeness to a pamphlet written and published about twenty years since, by 
the late Samuel Breck, on the same subject; which pamphlet, though rare, is by 
no means unique. In many instances we find word for word, the two articles to 
agree, and it is astonishing what an anticipatory plagiarist Mr. Breck has been; 
only if he knew who was coming after him, he would probably have given him all 
due credit. On the last page of the article, we find a quotation from a letter (?) of 
Mr. B. to the author, which will be found verbatim et literatum, in the pamphlet 
spoken of.

Purchasers 
included Ten Eyck, Appleton, Woodward, Strobridge, Jewett and other notable 
numismatists of the day. John Allan was a Scottish immigrant to New York City 
who lived to be 87. While the bulk of Allan’s collections were non-numismatic, 
the sale was the most important book sale to have taken place in America at the 
time, and is one of the most important sales of its kind in the entire century. 
The 5278 lots brought $37,698.26, a staggering amount. Allan’s coins and medals 
comprise lots 4232 to 4451* (Attinelli gets this wrong), and include a rare medal 
of Mary, Queen of Scots, purchased by Woodward for $130 and a Columbian 
Order medal in silver, sold also to Woodward for $85. Other early American 
coins and medals balance some British and ancient material. While the numis¬ 
matic content is overwhelmed by the awesome quality of the library, it would 
have made for a small but decent sale on its own (Attinelli cites an offprint of the 
numismatic portion).

Extremely rare and one of the most delightful bits of Numismatica Americana 
ever issued. It appears to have been distributed at W. Elliot Woodward’s March 
20-25, 1865 Sixth Semi-Annual Sale, as a mischievous addenda. Under a later 
sale, Attinelli jocularly observes that “Mr. ‘Gointoem Strong, ... offered an ex¬ 
tremely curious, rare, and unique collection at public sale, but, at the last mo¬ 
ment, withdrew it entirely.” The full story is found on page 91 of Attinelli: “This 
catalogue was the production of Mr. Charles Chaplin of Charlestown District, 
Boston, Mass., a prominent numismatist, one of the most active members of the 
Boston Numismatic Society, and at the same time one of the more modest and 
retiring. Those who have not the good fortune to possess a copy of the catalogue, 
are referred to Vol. IV, p. 7 of the ‘American Journal of Numismatics,’ where it has 
been deservedly honored with a less perishable form for its wit and lively sense 
of the ludicrous. On page 8 of the same volume may be found a ‘pome’ from 
the same pen, but which was furnished to that journal by another gentleman, 
whose full initials are ‘S. S. C.’ f By some it was thought (erroneously, however) 
that the squib was written with ‘malice prepense’ to satirize the descriptive coin 
catalogues of other parties. The following explanation will elucidate the history of 
its origin and ‘raison detre.’—Mr. Chaplin’s vocation is that of a printer; one day 
while his workmen were at dinner, he availed himself of a few leisure moments, 
numismatist-like, to look over some old coins, the refuse of a recent purchase, 
which were in his desk, it was such a ‘very poor’ lot that it so strongly excited his 
sense of the ridiculous, that he was impelled to at once take up a composing stick’ 
and catalogue the collection from sight, and without copy,’ with the result shown 
in the catalogue. Lot ‘16’ records an incident, which, those accustomed to attend¬ 
ing auction sales have undoubtedly seen similar instances occur. ‘An old Half 
dime’ of a numismatic value of about ten of fifteen cents was put up for bids, none 
were offered, after some delay, the auctioneer said in a jocose way, ‘Who will give 
five dollars for this nice coin?’ ‘I will!’ said an innocent by-stander, and instanter 
the coin was knocked down to him.” As Attinelli suggests, Chaplin’s descriptions 
are often hilarious. Two examples follow. Lot one was an “English Penny, very 
plain. The inscription, like England’s honor, is nearly obliterated.” Lot 7, alluded 
to in the headline, was described as “Two Kopecks, in fair condition. Obverse, a 
double-bearded eagle, holding a ten-pin ball in one claw and a toasting-fork in 
the other.”

Hough’s work is a masterpiece of 19th-century American 
printing, having been given special attention by printer Joel Munsell. Issued in 
a limited edition of 200 copies in royal octavo (of which this is one), 85 copies 
in quarto, and 6 quarto copies on Whatman’s drawing paper, Washingtoniana is 
a remarkable example of American printing of the period. Munsell was one of 
the finest printers in the country, and his work on historical productions such as 
this is widely admired. He is known to numismatists for being the printer of W. 
Elliot Woodward’s Historical Series (as well as some of his sale catalogues) and of 
Henry Phillips’s Historical Sketches of early American paper money. Munsell lists 
this work on page 136 of his Bibliotheca Munselliana, citing 90 copies on large 
paper. David S. Edelstein’s Joel Munsell: Printer and Antiqurian (1950) lavishes 
particular praise on this work, describing it as one that “commends itself to the 
lover of fine printing.”

Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been at¬ 
tempted, nor is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early fed¬ 
eral coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early periodicals, 
congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an exten¬ 
sive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding chapter is 
given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, 
with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the 
inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coin¬ 
age for the newly formed republic.... The modern coinage of the United States 
having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and 
Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in 
that work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immedi- 
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ately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickesons American Numismatical 
Manual. Though smaller in size and scope, Hickcoxs work is richer in historical 
detail and more elegant in style. It will always remain a landmark in American 
numismatic literature.
